133 Go Off Diet of Bread and 
Water; Prison Routine Back 
to- Normal.

BY CANSAS CITY, Feb. 4.—A Jack- 
gon County grand jury, newly in- 
structed to ask aid of the Attorney- 
General or County Prosecutor, if it 
wished, in its investigation of “all 
character” of crime in Kansas City, 
questioned its first two witnesses 
today without the aid of an attor- 


ey. 
’ Called hurriedly back into session 
on the strength of a State Supreme 
Court ruling, the jury was request- 
ed by Judge Allen C, Southern to 
inquire into “reports that organ- 
ized gambling has been conducted 
by racketeers openly and notorious- 
ly, without restraint by the law 
enforcement agencies of Kansas 
City and Jackson County.” 

The Judge, whose grand jury 
call and anti-gambling drive have 
added ammunition to the political 
fued between Gov, Lloyd C. Stark 
and Kansas City’s powerful T. J. 
Pendergast Democratic organiza- 
tion, instructed the jury also: 

It should investigate “reputed 
violation of the State’s liquor laws 
in this jurisdiction.” 

Conduct of Public Officials. 

It might “inquire into the con- 
duct of public officials of this 
county, or city, and if you discover 
sufficient evidence of violation of 
law on the part of any official you 
should not hesitate to indict.” 

“If you should discover that any 
criminal charge which has hereto- 
fore been instituted and dismissed 
can and should be revived and 
prosecuted, you may bring an in- 
dictment thereon.” 

It might study any evidence of 
“corrupt practices at elections and 
concerning election officials.” 

Specific instructions did not lim- 
it the jury’s “power to investigate 
crimes of any character.” 

Judge Southern asserted that, 
“notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary,” he had barred neither 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
nor County Prosecutor W. W. 
Graves from assisting the jury. 

Neither Is in Courtroom. 

Neither, however, was in the 
courtroom, and, when the jury re- 
tired to call witnesses, it did not 
ask aid from any of the five As- 
sistant County Prosecutors who had 
taken notes as the instructions 
were read. 

The Judge specifically named As- 
sistant Attorneys-General J. E. Tay- 
lor, Harry Kay and J. W. Buffing- 
ton to aid the jury, but, at Jeffer- 
son City, McKittrick indicated he 
might name others to take their 
places. 

Gov. Stark’s charges that “unre- 
strained violations of law are openly 
and notoriously committed” in Kan- 
sas City were brought early into 
the instructions by Judge Southern. 

He quoted also charges by Attor- 
ney-General McKittrick that State 
liquor law enforcement “is a mock- 
ery, a shame, a disgrace and an 
outrage.” 

Says None Can Interfere. 

Judge Southern mentioned no 
Specific case in the clause of in- 
structions explaining the jury's 
right to reinstitute prosecution of 
any dismissed action. Observers 
here recalled, however, the Gover- 
hor's attack on Kansas City law 
enforcement followed quickly the 
dismissal by Graves in December 
of a much publicized criminal 
charge.

Figueras Bombed Again. 

Figueras was bombarded again 
late today by a squadron of seven 
planes.

of Agullana and Darnius, near the 
frontier, swooped over the French

Two hours later three insurgent 
bombers flew over French territory 
near Cerbere but swung back over 
Port Bou, on the Mediterranean, 
just across the frontier in Spain, 
when they were caught in a criss- 
cross of French Army searchlights 
and a warning burst of anti-air- 
craft fire. These planes bombed 
the outskirts of Port Bou and the 
refugee-filled coast road at San 
Miguel de Culbera. Reports were 
lacking on the number of casual- 
ties resulting from their raid. 

An official Government estimate 
placed casualties in yesterday’s 
bombardment of Figueras at 300 
dead and 800 wounded.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The Houses of 


Parliament were closed to the pub- 
lic today for the first time since 
the World War, as a precaution 
against bombings attributed to the 
outlawed Irish Republican army. 

Hundreds of visitors were turned 
away from the houses of Parlia- 
ment. 

A bomb exploded late tonight 
against the wall of Walton Prison 
at Liverpool, where several persons 
were being held in connection with 
the wave of terrorism. 

Bricks were torn from the wall, 
but the blast failed to make an 
opening. No one was injured. 

Plot Against Palaces Reported. 

The Sunday Dispatch reported 


raids in Belfast uncovered plans 
to blow up Buckingham Palace, 
Windsor Castle, the House of Com- 
mons and the Bank of England. 

The newspaper’s report, which 
lacked officiel confirmation, said 
the raids also disclosed a plot to 
assassinate British politicians and 
high police officials. 

The seized documents were sent 
by plane to London, the newspaper | 
said, and British Home Office offi- 
cials conferred with Scotland Yard 
on protective measures.

Windsor, which was kept under a 
special watch.

choukuo today reported four days! 
‘of almost continuous fighting be- 
tween Soviet Russian forces and 
Manchoukuo guards but did not 
state the outcome or number of 
casualties. 

Communiques issued at Hsinking, 
Manchoukuo capital, indicated that 
Russian assaults had been thrown 
back. While they referred to the 
defending forces as Manchoukuo 
guards, it was believed here that 
Japanese regulars were involved, 

It is known that some of Japan's 
finest troops have been stationed 
along the Manchoukuo-Siberian bor- 
der instead of fighting in China. 
Apparently these were the most 
serious border hostilities since last 


July and August when Japanese 
and Russian units battled near the 


on that day. 

Minor skirmishing and maneu- 
vering ensued, a communique from 
Hsingking said, until the Russians 
attacked the same border point 
three times Friday afternoon and 
evening. 

| The scene of the fighting was 
‘given as Mengoskili, an isolated re- 
‘gion 60 miles northeast of Man- 
‘chuli, Manchoukuo has protested 
to Russia. 

On Wednesday the Russian Gov- 

ernment reported a new clash in 
which it said 18 Japanese and Man- 
chuokuo soldiers attempted on 
Tuesday to take a Soviet island in 
the Argun River, Manchoukuo’s 
northwestern boundary with Rus- 
sia. 
The scene of the present hostili- 
ties is all the way across Manchou- 
kuo from Changkufeng Hill, over 
which the border fighting raged in 
July and August. 

Manchoukuo communiques did 
not give the number of troops in- 
volved in this week’s clashes or list 
casualties. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
‘said informed sources in Hsinking 
interpreted the reported Russian 
assault as an effort to force Japan 
to retreat from its position on re- 
newal by the Moscow Government 
of permission for Japanese to fish 
in Soviet territorial waters.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The wid- 
ow of Arthur (Dutch Schultz) 
Flegenheimer, testified today of 
meetings between per racketeer 
husband and James J. Hines, Tam- 
many district leader. 

Avoiding the gaze of Hines, on 
trial for a second tiine on lottery 
and conspiracy charges, Mrs. Fleg- 
enheimer told the jury: 

“My husband told me I should 
forget I had met Mr. Hines.” 

The meeting, she said .under 
questioning by District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey, took place in 
November, 1932, at “The Stable”— 


a Manhattan speakeasy where 
Schultz frequently conferred with 
his gang. 

The widow, a former night club 
hat-check girl, who said she was 
married to the gangster when 18 
years old, testified Hines stopped 
at the table where she was sitting 
with her husband. After she was 
introduced to him, she said, Schultz 
and Hines went to the rear of the 
speakeasy for a talk. 

Saw Dixie Davis With Him. 
Subsequently, she said, she saw 
Hines and J. Richard (Dixie) Da- 
vis, the Schultz lawyer, together 
on several occasions. 

In the first trial, Davis, who 
turned State’s evidence after he 
was captured in a Philadelphia 
hideout Feb. 2, 1938, testified he 
was under orders from Schultz to 
pay Hines “any reasonable amount 
~—not more than $1000 at a time” 
for serving as political “fixer.” 
Davis said he paid Hines amounts 
ranging from $500 to $1000 at fre- 
‘quent intervals over a period of 
several years, 

| Mrs. Flegenheimer, who did not 
testify in the first trial—which end- 
‘ed in a mistrial last September— 
‘said she accompanied Hines and 
Davis to a night club in 1934 and 
later went with them to a restau- 
rant for a midnight supper. 

She said her husband had been a 
good provider before he was shot 
to death in a Newark (N. J.) saloon 
on the night of Oct. 25, 1935. They 
had two children, Nancy, 5, and 
John, 4. 

Hines Denies He’s “Broke.” 

Defense Attorney Lloyd Paul 
Stryker’s cross-examination of Mrs. 
Flegenheimer was brief. He asked 
if “The Stable” was a public eating 
house, open to everybody. When 
she replied, “Yes,” he sat down. 

During a recess, Hines laughed 
at a published report that he was 
“broke.” 

“T’ve got a dollar in my pocket,” 
he said, “and as long as I’ve got 
‘that, I can’t be broke.” 

He said he had been' living with 
‘one of his sons since he was dis- 
possessed from his five-room apart- 
ment recently on a judgment of 
$640.49 for back rent. 


FIRST OF 39 NEW ARMY 
BOMBING PLANES DELIVERED 


Latest “Flying Fortress” Has Im- 
provements Saggested by Tests 
of More Than Year Ago. 

| By the Associated Press. 


| WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — The 
War Department said today the 
first of 39 new “flying fortress” 
bombers, incorporating improve- 
ments suggested by service tests 


of more than a year, had been de- 
livered at Wright Field, Dayton, O. 

The new craft is identical in size 
and similar in general design to 13 
Boeing B-17 bombers now in use, 
six of which made a _ round-trip 
flight last year to Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. 

The improved model, the army 
said, is equipped with blowers, or 
superchargers, designed to assure 
maximum power from the four en- 
gines at high altitudes. 

The “flying fortress” is a 22-ton 
plane with a wing span of 105 feet. 
They can go more than 250 miles 
an hour, and carry five machine- 
guns and a crew of on seven to 
nine men. 


CURTISS-WRIGHT PLANE 
TO HAVE NEW SAFETY PANEL 


“Tell-Tale” Lights to Check 47 De- 
tails for Pilots Landing 30- 
Passenger Transport. 

A safety instrument panel which 
automatically checks 47 details of 
airplane operation will be a fea- 
ture of the 30-passenger transport 
plane now under construction at 
the Curtiss-Wright factory at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. 

The device, termed a “tell-tale,” 
consists of a panel of lights near 
the bottom of the general] instru- 
ment board. When the pilots are 
preparing to land one of them 
pushes a pre-selector button 
marked “land,” and the lights show 
what adjustments are necessary for 
safe descent. The landing gear is 
lowered, and a light goes on. Land- 
ing flaps and elevators are adjust- 
ed—lights check these operations. 

The device, which has been used 
in another plane, will be ready for 
service when the large transport 
is tested in flights this spring. The

Ducks Unlimited started field 
work last year in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta with the 
co-operation of Dominion and pro- 
vineial governments. The activities 
in Canada center on installation of 
dams across drainage ditches which 
have dried up great marshes in un- 
successfal schemes to provide more 
wheat lands, 

Control of crows, found to destroy 
nearly one-third of the duck nests, 
protection of duck nesting areas 
from Indian poachers and elimina- 
tion of staggering duckling losses 
during summer drouths are other 
activities, 

According to Bartley more than 
168,000 acres of major duck breed- 
ing areas have been set aside 
as sanctuaries. Lands were pro- 
vided practically without cost by 
governments. 

This year, Ducks Limited, a non- 
profit organization, has announced 
three planned projects of 200,000 
acres each. Field men and clerical 
workers are being paid and it takes 
a large amount of money to trans- 
form desolate stretches of waste- 
land into suitable breeding grounds. 
Nearly $100,000 was devoted to the 
work last year and the 1939 budget 
is expected to exceed this figure,

LEADING New Deal economist, Mordecai Ezekiel, has just pub- 
lished a detailed blueprint of a plan that he guarantees to be a 
cure for the depression and the complicating ills that have come 


along with it. What is more, he insists it is relatively painless and 
within the framework of present democratic institutions. 
This far-reaching plan goes under the modest name of Industrial 


Expansion.

the public. In its approach, the Ezekiel plan resembles the AAA, except 
that, as outlined by Ezekiel, it would be directed not at scarcity, but 


at abundance. 

Ezekiel is economic adviser to 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace. His newest book is a 
chart of action that implements 
Wallace’s own ideals for a saner 
society as expressed in a small vol- 
ume he has just published called 
Paths to Plenty” (National Home 
Library Foundation, Washington). 
Ezekiel has given his book the ap- 
pealing title of “Jobs for All” (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, Inc., New York). It 
gives in far greater and more prac- 
tical detail the ideas expressed in 
a study published two years ago 
under the title “$2500 a Year.” 


Bill to Be Offered. 


In the last session of Congress, 
Representative Jerry Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, introduced an 
Industrial Expansion bill incorpor- 
ating Ezekiel’s scheme, at least in 
part. Voorhis says that he plans 
to introduce this bill again in the 
present Congress but in samewhat 
more modified form. First he will 


‘seek more widespread support for 


it from labor and liberals. The 
measure as re-introduced probably 
will limit the compulsory features 
to fields in which monopolies dom- 
inate price and supply, according 
to Voorhis. It is in these fields, 
the California Congressman _ be- 
lieves, that ordinary expansion is 
vented. 

“lI wish such a bill were not nec- 
essary,” Voorhis says. “I hope it 
will not be, but certainly it is vast- 
ly preferable to a long period of 
artificial scarcity. 

“We have to realize that democ- 
racy must have some basis in eco- 
nomic security if it is to exist. No 
immediate action on the plan is 
contemplated now. But if another 
1933 should come along, it would 
be good to have it ready.” 

Thomas R. Amlie, former Wiscon- 
sin Congressman, whose appoint- 
ment to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is under congressional 
fire, was a sponsor of the Voorhis 
Bill. 


Of course, economists 
agree, so it is important to record 
that a dissenting opinion has re- 
cently been put on file. In the 
January issue of Plan Age, pub- 
lished by the National Economic 
and Social Planning Association, 
Prof. Clair Wilcox of Swarthmore 
College challenges Ezekiel’s claims. 
Industrial Expansion, Wilcox says,

come. He is skeptical of Ezekiel’s 
claim that it would not tend to 
raise the cost of living, expressing 
his belief that costs and _ prices 
would inevitably be boosted. 


How Scheme Would Work. 


Ezekiel has supreme confidence 
that once Congress adopted the In- 
dustrial Expansion plan an admin- 
istration could be set up to direct 
& planned expansion of business 
and industry on a nation-wide scale. 
While the quota system would be 
*pplied only to major branches of 
industry, omitting service and other 
minor trades where administrative 
Problems are overwhelming, every 
field would shortly feel the stimu- 

of increased production, ac- 
cording to Ezekiel. 

“Most important of all,” he says, 
“programmed industrial operation 
Would enable business to increase 
its level of operation until 


could enlarge its productive plant 
gradually and continuously, know- 
ing that there would be a steady 
and expanding market for the in- 
creased output it was preparing to 
produce, In place of the uncertain 
and faltering course which results 
from our present hit-or-miss_ con- 
duct of business, there would be 
much sté¢adier and surer progress 
toward fuller activity, larger out- 
put and more jobs and more pay.” 

Under the plan as outlined by 
Ezekiel, a central planning author- 
ity would be set up. This Industrial 
Expansion Administration would 
have the power to co-ordinate pro- 
duction in various fields. Thus it 
might be decided that industry 
should be expanded 14 per cent in 
one year over the level of the 
previous year, but because of vary- 
ing production levels not all in- 
dustry ‘would be expanded to the 
same degree. 


Further Details. 


“Each major industry,” Ezekiel 
writes, “would then figure out how 
much more* product it could sell 
with a 14 per cent increase in the 
national income. This estimate 
would be worked out by each In- 
dustry Authority after investiga- 
tion and discussion. In industries 
where rapid technical progress or 
full-volume operation made lower 
prices possible under the program, 
the effect of those reduced prices in 
further stimulating sales would also 
be-allowed for in estimating the 
probable market. 


“After each industry had worked 
out its figures they would be 
checked one against another. The 
increase in production under the 
cement program, for example, would 
be checked against the increases 
worked out for housing construc- 
tion, road building and factory con- 
struction. The increase in each 
kind of goods to be sold to consum- 
ers would also be checked against

what consumers would probably buy 
with their increased income. When 
these cross-checks showed gaps or 
inconsistencies between the differ- 
ent programs, modifications would 
have to be made in the preliminary 
industry estimates until they all 
fitted together, and added up to the 
proposed increase in national pro- 
duction and in national income.” 

Then, under certain restrictions, 
the Industry Authority, made up of 
representatives of owners, labor, 
government and consumers, would 
apportion the quota for the indus- 
try among individual firms. Eze- 
kiel recognizes that to fix absolute 
quotas for each plant might freeze 
an industry, compelling each com- 
pany to maintain its same relative 
position and preventing any new- 
comers in the field. He therefore 
suggests that a certain flexibility be 
allowed and that a company’s quota 
be fixed at from 105 to 125 per cent 
of the previous year, the Govern- 
ment agreeing to buy up everything 
unsold up to the top figure at a dis- 
counted price. 


‘Ever-Normal Warehouse.’

Amlie, Roosevelt’s Man 
For the I. C.C., and Why 


HIS DEFEAT MAY SERVE PRESIDENT’S PURPOSE 


Wisconsin Nominee With

HOMAS R. AMLIE, the hulking, slow-

world. 
The answers that he makes to a curious

The Amlie appointment was as surpris- 
ing as anything that has come out of the 
White House in six years that have on the 
whole been pretty surprising. It cuts 
through the two-party system and recog- 
nizes a man who has consistently challenged 
both old parties for their conservatism and 
timidity.

Views a Matter of Record; 
Sympathizer With Underdog 


Old-time Farmer-Laborites in Minnesota 
remember that when Col. -Charles Lind- 
bergh’s father was proposed in party con- 
clave as a candidate for the Senate, some- 
one said, “Oh, he can’t run, he’s written a 
book.’’ Amlie has written not only a book 
but pamphlets and numerous magazine ar- 
ticles and he has declared his philosophy 
in countless specoches. Never one to con- 
ceal his opinions in cautious or evasive lan- 
guage, Amlie has spoken his mind as. freely 
as any man in Congress in recent years. His 
sympathies have always been with the un- 
derdog which explains perhaps why he has 
sponsored so many unpopular causes; and 
it is all on the record for anyone to read. 

Having served three terms in Congress 
representing his district in Southeast Wis- 
consin as a Progressive, Amlie last autumn 
ran in the Progressive primary for the seat 
in the United States Senate*then held by 
a Democrat, F. Ryan Duffy. His opponeut 
was Herman L. Ekern, former State At- 
torney-General, a follower of the elder Bob 
La Follette, an old-timer in Progressive par- 
Ekern was generally regarded as 
the La Follette candidate and a sharp split 
was apparent between moderate Progres- 
sives backing Ekern and the Amlie faction. 
The outcome of the campaign, which was 
marked by considerable bitterness, was so 
close that it was not until late in the «day 
after the primary that final returns from 
rural counties made Ekern’s victory cer- 
tain. 

With this Amlie’s public career seemed to 
be ended, certainly for the ‘time being, but 
his friends in Congress, such as Jerry Voor- 
his of California, began to write to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt urging him to find a place 
in the administration for Amlie.

Missouri begin with concentration 


on three rules concerning testimony 


of experts and admissibility of evi- 
dence in litigation involving a per- 
son who has died is contained in 
a report to be submitted at a spe- 
cial meeting of the St. Louis Bar 
Association tomorrow night at Ho- 
tel Chase by its Committee on Im- 
provements in the Law of Evidence. 

The report makes it clear, how- 
ever, that the committee wants an 
expression from the association as 
to whether its recommedations or 
some other program should be 
adopted. After the report is read, 
there will be open discussion pre- 
ceding a vote of members. 

Listed in the report are 32 
subjects about which the American 
Bar Association's Committee on 
idence made recommendations 
ast summer. Of these, 12 recom- 
mendations concerning court pfro- 
cedure and matters affecting wit- 
nesses are classed as auxiliary 
measures in the report, which says 
that although improvements are 
desirable, their initiation appears 
to be up to the bench rather than 
the bar. 

The other 20 subjects, including 
the three on which the local com- 
mittee makes recommendations, are 

lassed as proposals affecting spe- 
ific rules of evidence. 

Three Rules Emphasized. 

Discussing the three rules the re- 
port recommends the so-called dead 
man’s statute, modeled on a Con- 
necticut law, which has been adopt- 
ed, with minor changes, in 
states since it was approved in 1927 
by the Legal Research Committee, 
working under auspices of the Com- 
monwealth Fund. 

This statute permits the survivor 
to testify in litigation in which a 
party has died, but also makes ad- 
missible declarations or memoran- 
da of the deceased, generally barred 
as hearsay. Thus it covers two of 
the three rules, those concerning 
the survivor’s testimony and a de- 
ceased person’s hearsay. 


. As to the rule on expert testi- 
ny the report cites the Uniform 
ert Testimony Act as reported 


in the 1937 proceedings of the Uni- 
form Laws Conference. It em- 
powers courts to appoint expert 
witnesses in civil and criminal 
cases, provides for conferences and 
joint reports by experts and covers 
methods of fixing and paying ex- 
perts' fees. Under this measure 
the court fixes the fees, which are 
paid by the county in criminal 
cases and assessed equally against 


-® the litigants in civil casez. 
! Some Rules Praised. 


Referring to,other rules among 
the 20 listed, the report says the 
situation in Missouri is not bad as 
to the rules on business records, 
evidence in trials without juries 
and the marital testimony privilege. 
Missouri courts have been fairly 
liberal in construing the opinion 
rule, the report goes on, adding 
that the State is considered one of 
the most advanced in the matter 
of discovery before trial. 

The report is signed by Charles 
E. Cullen, chairman, of the Wash- 
ington University School of Law, 
and Carl C. Wheaton of the St. 
Louis University School of Law. 
The third member, Ernest A. Green, 
died recently.

ROOSEVELT SEES MEXICAN 
ENVOY ON OIL LAND SEIZURE 


Matter Still Between Companies 
and Cardenas, Not Between Gov- 
ernments, Ambassador Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a 45 minute con- 
ference with Mexican Ambassador 
Francisco Castillo Najera and Un- 
der Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles today went into the contro- 
versy created by Mexico’s expro- 
priation last March of the proper- 
ties of United States oil companies. 

The Ambassador said general as- 
pects of various problems pending 
between the two countries were 
considered but declared none of the 
alternatives for settlement of the 
oil dispute was discussed.

As a graduate student he had 
studied economics for a short time 
under some of the brilliant profes- 
sors at the University of Wisconsin. 
When the prosperity of the '20s 
blew up with a loud bang, he be- 
came increasingly interested in the 
whys and wherefores of the Amer- 
ican economic system. 

In 1930 he was elected to Con- 
gress for the first time as a Pro- 
gressive Republican. He became a 
Technocrat, fascinated by the hope 
that Howard Scott’s system seemed 
to hold out, 

Defeated for re-election in the 
Democratic sweep of 1932, Amlie 
was returned to Congress again in 
1934. In the House during these 
years he was uncompromising in 
his criticism of both old parties. 
Neither one, said this outspoken 
Technocrat, could solve the funda- 
mental ills of our society. Speaking 
in the House in August, 1935, he 
credited Roosevelt with good inten- 
tions but declared that virtually 
every single New Deal measure had 
“tended to make conditions worse” 
because “the essence of the ‘New 
Deal’ is to create an artificial scar- 
city, holding production down to the 
end that prices may be kept up.” 


Denunciation of Democrats. 


Excoriating the Republicans for 
their “Bourbonism,” he went on to 
denounce the Democrats: 

“As far as the Democratic party 
is concerned, the situation is not 
materially different. Two-thirds of 
the Democratic Representatives in 
the United States Congress are just 
as conservative as are the Repub- 
licans. The Democratic party, de- 
spite the fact that it may be con- 
trolled by liberals in a few states, 
is nevertheless controlled in a na- 
tional sense by the reactionary 
plantation-owning element in the 
South and the corrupt political ma- 
chines in the large Northern cities. 
“Despite the reputed liberalism of 
the Democratic party in certain 
states, there is actually less chance 
of liberalizing the party nationally 
than there has ever been. This is 
because the Democratic party is to- 
day the greatest vested interest in 
the country. .It happens to be in 
power at a time when political 
power is more important than it 
has been since 1860. The present 
Congress is the first 10 billion dol- 
lar peace-time Congress in history. 
The party in political power has 
the control of the expenditure of 
this vast sum.” 

‘The old order is breaking down,” 
Amlie concluded, “and must be re- 
placed by an economic system 
which will substitute planning for 
chaos, service for profit and abund- 
ance for poverty.”

Suit to collect $5021 representing

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morse | SINCLAIR LEWIS ON THE STAGE 


Noted Writer, in St. Louis, Believes He Is Good Actor Despite Hoots of the Critics 


By VIRGINIA IRWIN 


669 NOW exist only in the the the- 
| ater.” tall, lanky Sinclair 
Lewis assured me, in exactly 
the same tones a very young man 
once used to inform me that I was 
the light of his life. There was 
something of an awful finality, a 
sort of there-is-no-turning back note 
in “Red” Lewis’ declaration. This 
man of the once-flaming, but now- 
gray mop has convinced himself 
that at 54 he will at last consecrate 
himself to the theater and he in- 
tends to convince the world that 
Sinclair Lewis is approaching this 
new life with reverence, and not 
as a lark, 


If Mr. Lewis, author, and until 
recently leading man, of “Angela Is 
Twenty-Two” dramatizes a bit his 
new but nonetheless desperate de- 
votion to the theater, it can per- 
haps be excused as a hangover 
from the past month in which he 
was not Sinclair Lewis, but Dr. 
Hilary Jerrett, the 55-year-old phy- 
sician of the “Angela” opus who 
takes unto himself a 22-year-old 
spouse only to learn that it’s true 
what they say about June and Jan- 
uary. Mr. Lewis is no longer the 
Dr. Jerrett of the piece, which 
opens at the American Theater to- 
morrow night, but he continues his 
personal appearance with the show 
as the playwright who delivers a 
prologue and epilogue in the tradi- 
tion of the commedia dell’arte. 

Of the prologue and_ epilogue 
with which Sinclair Lewis contents 
himself since he has relinquished 
the lead to Philip Merivale, the 
pugnacious playwright says, “If I 
do it well enough, it should be far 
from the least amusing part of the 
play.” 

Of the play itself, he confesses: 
“It is being perfected as we go 
along. I am such a new playwright. 
I have so much to learn. There 
are flaws which we are constantly 
discovering. The play can stand 
much improvement,”

it was harder to write a play than 
a novel.

mous of American novelists beamed 
as he paced the room, hitching up 
his high-water pants.

You ‘get the feel of the play, see 
where two or three words will 
change the whole tone of a scene, 
understand the fine points of en- 
trances and exits.

Lewis strikes no modest pose in 
discussing his month's tenure as a 
stage star. He's quite honest in 
his stated belief that he wasn’t at 
all bad, and he defends himself 
against the whacks which have 
been taken at him by the critics 
for not sticking to his last as play- 
wright by saying, “Why shouldn’t 
I try acting? There’s a little nat- 
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ural exhibitionism in all of us.” 
The truth of the matter is, of 

course, that the slightly awkward

Lewis was too far removed from 
the matinee idol to satisfy the cus- 
tomers’ idea of an actor who should 
play the role of the romantic Dr. 
Jerrett in “Angela Is Twenty-Two.” 
As one critic put it, “Since the au- 
thor has his flaming spirit and 
brilliant intellect incased in a per- 
sonality that has fewer fine points 
for public exhibition than are found 
in most men, it is just as well he 
has retired as an actor, entrust- 
ing the characterization to a play- 
er of Mr. Merivale’s authority.” 


This same critic, in reviewing 
the play, opined that “it is not until] 
the author speaks briefly in his 
epilogue that the audience knows 
fully what he has been driving at,” 
and such a criticism might at one 
time have drawn sparks from the 
easily-ignited Sinclair Lewis.

NO MORE REGIONALISM IN 


AMERICAN ARI By bear Fuerbringer 
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HERE is no better way in 

which to find out for yourself 

the correctness of Grant Wood’s 
recent pronouncement that region- 
alism in American art is dead than 
by going to the two exhibits of 
American art now on view at the 
City Museum. The most recently 
opened show is the work of artists 
living west of the Mississippi. Ex- 
cept for the fact that it doesn't 
contain as many first-rate painters, 
it differs not at all from the general 
American show which has been up 
for the last month. Nothing but 
talent now divides American artists. 


Speak at the University of 
TP sen gg. Mont Wood said: “The 
excitement of regionalism reached 
its peak in 1935 and no longer is an 
issue of importance—not because of 
failure but becatise of success.” In 
other words, the American artist, 
having gone through a phase dur- 
ing which he had to demonstrate 
that America was worth painting 
in a rough and broad American 
technique, now feels himself lib- 
erated to paint anything he pleases. 

Thomas Hart Benton's “Susanna 
and the Elders” is a good symptom 
of this liberation. For years Ben- 
ton has painted only those subjects 
which could immediately be identi-. 
fied as being Middle Western or 
Southern. “Susanna” is still in an 


Ozark setting, but the subject 
stems from the Orient. 

The surprisingly large number of 
abstractions in the two shows is an- 
other indication of the new free- 
dom. There is no such thing as a 
Middle Western or a California ab- 
straction. Not even an American 
abstraction. 

Moreover, there is nothing par- 
ticularly Kansan about John Steu- 
art Curry’s tender portrait of a bull, 


The animal-could be in pasture amy- 


where in America. Nor is the “Pig 
Run” .of Frederick Shane, who 
comes from Kansas City, necessar- 
ily Midwestern. And B. J. O. Nor- 
feldt’s “Road and River” owes 
much more to the Frenchman 
Viaminck than to his residence in 
New Mexico.

IT IS HARD to generalize, be- 
cause there have always been some 
painters who have remained strong 
individualists, But the principal idea 
that gave American painting its vi- 
tality in the last decade was the 

which made every art- 
ist go back to first principles and 
paint that which he knew, those 
subjects with which he had grown 
up. Those principles haye now been 
mastered, and American art is less 


restricted. 
Wood said, become more vigorous 


and independent than at any other 
time in history. 

At last week’s session of the 
symposium on art sponsored by 
the American Artists’ Congress 
Bill Sentner, CIO: labor organizer, 
urged the artists to get together in 
a labor union.

The taste of the younger genera- 
tion, which would grow up to buy 
the pictures of today’s mature 
artists, was especially decried. Col- 
lege boys, a speaker said, had 
their walls plastered with nothing 
but Petty’s strip-tease pictures from 
“Esquire.”

lost his patience and said that he, 
for one, thought it was far better 
for young men instinctively to like 
the good qualities in the “two-di- 
mensional drawings of Petty rather 
than to pretend to liking.a lot of 
the hokum that is hung in mu- 
seums.”

Lewis’ god as a playwright is 
George Bernard Shaw, just as H. 
G. Wells was his idol back in the 
days when our carrot-thatched hero 
crossed the Atlantic on a cattle 
ship as valet to a cargo of steers 
to pay a literary pilgrimage to the 
home of the author of “The War 
of the Worlds,” “The Days of the 
Comet,” and “Tono Bungay.” The 
young Mr. Lewis did not meet the 
master on this trip, but he did 
stand at the hedgerow in silent 
worship and watch Wells puffing 
his pipe in his library. Later when 
“Main Street” hoisted Lewis into 
fame overnight, he journeyed to 
London again and Wells was 
among the welcoming committee 
of English literary lights. When 
Lewis confided that he had played 
nursemaid to a boatload of cattle in 
order to get to England and see 
Wells, that famous gentleman was 
practically tearful. 7

HE inspiration that was Wells 
Tin Lewis’ earlier years, Shaw iz 

today in his playwrighting. Rev- 
erently, Lewis says, “What Shaw 
does by sheer genius, I am attempt- 
ing to approach by hard work.” 

With an ear to the theatrical 
ground, Lewis believes that he has 
detected unmistakable signs that 
the theater is about to rub the 
sleep out of its eyes and burst forth 
in a new glory. “I believe,” he 
says, “that America is at the dawn 
of one of the most exciting theatri- 
cal eras in history, and I am proud 
to try, as writer and player. to be 
part of this dramatic explosion.” 

Lewis voices something of this 
“discovery” in his prologue to 
“Angela is Twenty-Two” when he 
swaggers onto the stage with a 
sort of bashful insolence and de- 
clares that being the father of the 
piece he must in the American tra- 
dition take the blame for all of 
its vices, and not being the mother 
of it, must be consoled for being 
deprived of taking satisfaction in 
any of its virtues. 

Of his present determination to 
devote himself to playwriting, Sin- 
clair Lewis says that “it is only nat- 
ural, since every writer secretly 
nurses an ambition to be a play- 
wright.” And although “Angela Is 
Twenty-Two” is his most. serious 
venture into the field, it is not 
Lewis’ first indication of interest 
in the theater. In 1919 he wrote 
“Hobohemia” and in 1934 “Jay- 
walker,” both of which enjoyed 
scant success.

IN FICTION the leading magazines have adopted patterns 
as rigid as linoleum cuts, roughly comparable to those of 
the Hollywood trade. Boy and girl must be brought together 
or left in peril at certain intervals of the serial to mark 
the installment endings, regardless of the natural history 
development of the story at the hands of a skilled narrator. 
So back goes the writer to his desk to sweep aside his 
mounting bills and do it over. This means, of course, that 
the continuity, even the plot, must be. twisted out of shape 
and rebuilt, one painful word after another, with no certain- 
‘ty that even when it has been changed to the editor’s specifi- 
cations he will not finally turn it down—just because. 

Natural writing is almost impossible in the field of 
magazine fiction, what with taboos and house policies and 
the demand for text to be wrapped around the razor blades 
and heating systems in the rear of the book. One magazine 
of national circulation appealing to the country club trade 
actually bars copy dealing with the lower economic classes 
on the ground that those who read it do so in the mood 
of wealth and would be disenchanted by any hint that pov- 
erty exists. Such absurd but practical snobbery seems mean 
enough on its face, but is a little worse to writers who 
tempt this fastidious editorial taste fora maximum price of 
$200.

EDITING is an inexact business at best, but it has been 
complicated by a terrifying jumble of changing and unpre- 
dictable house rules and forms and mere personal whims of 
men who have power to accept or reject copy representing 
months of work. Undistinguished editors whose absolute 
limit is $250 or as little as $150 assume the right to instruct 
skilled men and women to tear apart and rewrite, not once 
but repeatedly, fiction stories and presentations of fact or 
opinion and to reject work in the end which, having now 
been done to their particular orders, is hopelessly unsalable 
anywhere else. 

Writers of this unhappy class console themselves with the 
not very nourishing thought that editors are but thwarted 
writers in more or less human form. However true this 
thought might be, it buys no pork chops or shoes for the 
baby, nor does it mitigate the cruelty with which writers 
are kept dangling.

MAGAZINE WRITING, except for a very few box office 
names, is a hay-chasing job, engaging many more earnest 
workers than professional golf. Like golf, it is almost 
wholly speculative, but, worse, the writer often is led by 
hopes and half-promises to perform hard work, taking 
weeks of time, for which he receives no pay at all in the 
end. 

In one of our most brilliant slick-paper publications the 
finished product is a reliable joy, but the casual customer 
sees nothing of the exactions, the waste of effort and the 
harsh disappointments which never even reach the hell box.

and only once since has she been 
observed weeping. 

That was the night of Edward 
VIII's abdication. In early October 
of 1936, the Dowager Queen said 
farewell to Buckingham Palace, 
where she had spent 26 years of 
her life. She moved to nearby 
Marlborough House, the traditional 
“last home” of widowed British 
queens. When the abdication crisis 
broke on a startled Britain, Queen 
Mary tried her utmost to persuade 
Edward to give up Mrs. Simpson 
and keep his throne. Right up to 
the last moment, she kept on try- 
ing. The night Edward was pre- 
paring to sign away his throne, 
Queen Mary left Marlborough 
House alone in her car and ordered 
the chauffeur to take her directly 
to Windsor Castle where Edward 
was spending the last few hours of 
his reign. It was a foggy night 
and the Queen’s entire household 
waited up for her return. 
They had never seen her go out 
unaccompanied before. They knew 
what was in the air, as palace 
servants always do, and they were 
too excited to retire. The clock 
struck midnight, then one a. m. 
ee eee ee 

It was after 3 when the Queen's 
car drove up, the palace doors 
opened and the haggard figure of 
the Dowager Queen appeared in 
the entrance hall.

There are 60 servants in 
her house, but no electric buzzer 
system. The Dowager Queen rigid- 
ly adheres to her old-fashioned 
tastes and when she rings for a 
servant it is with an old hand bell

Charles Il. Her retinue wears scar- 
let livery and outside her boudoir 
an elderly page in blue uniform, 
his breast covered with medals, 
sits in almost constant attendance. 

The Dowager Queen still rules 
the British royal family with an 
iron hand.

with discreet high necks and skirts 
to her ankles. That is why she looks 
about the same as photographs of 
her taken a decade ago. When the 
Duke of Windsor was Prince of 
Wales he tried to induce his mother 
to assume a gayer note in the clothes 
she wore. She emphatically re- 
fused. A _ stickler for propriety, 
she has even laid down style rules 
for court dress and for the annual 
Ascot racing season. Once when 
several women came to be pre- 
sented in court wearing skirts 
slashed to the knee, the Queen 
flew into a rage and ordered the 
chamberlains to stop anybody in 
such garb from entering again. 
Likewise, no member of the royal 
set dares to go to the Ascot races 
in a sleeveless gown. The gates 
of the royal enclosure at Ascot are 
manned by special watchers who 
are stationed there to scrutinize 
the attire of all the ladies who 
enter. 


Among her other eccentricities, 
Queen Mary insists on carrying an 
old-fashioned long-handled umbrel- 
la, impeccably rolled, despite the 
fact these have been out of date 
since the war. Her only streak of 
ostentation is her love of jewels. 
She is fond of blazing diamonds. 
Recently, when she posed for a 
portrait wearing her most famous 
diamonds, she remarked: “I don’t 
think they shine quite enough.” 
She referred to the diamonds as 
“chips.” They were almost egg- 
sized pieces of the huge Cullinan 
diamond. The Queen loves those 
state occasions on which'she can 
bedeck herself in her most majes- 
tic flowing gown and wear her 
heaviest ropes of pearls and her 
most glittering collar of diamonds. 


Royal etiquette is an obsession 
with Queen Mary. She is obstinate 
about insisting on the observance 
of all the minute regulations of 
the court. From the day she came 
to the throne in 1910 with George 
V, she was determined to main- 
tain a rigid respectability in Buck- 
ingham Palace and to avoid the 
gay international set of whose 
philanderings she heartily disap- 
proved. She laid the law down to 
George V in these words: 

“I am not going to have any- 
one at this court about whom there 
is the slightest breath of scandal 
. « « We have gone far enough al- 
ready. Now I’m going to set it 
right.” 

Apparently, the queen was refer- 
ring to the free and easy court 
life of Edward VII as the one that 
had “gone far enough.” She meant 
that gay divorcees, music hall 
heroines, and aristocratic courte- 
sans would no longer be welcome 
at the British Court. Queen Mary 
had been horrified at all the go- 
ings-on at her father-in-law’s court. 
The daughter of the German Duke 
and the English-born Duchess of 
Teck, Mary was raised in England 
during the heyday of Queen Vic- 
toria. Victoria herself had taken 
a great interest in the Princess and 
in 1891 Mary was betrothed to Vic- 
toria’s grandson, the Duke of Clar- 
ence, eldest son of the Future 
King Edward VII. Then came the 
first tragedy in her life. Five 
weeks before the date set for the 
wedding, the Duke died. Mary was 
heartbroken. She had really fallen 
in love with him. The

brother, who was many years later 
to become George V, inherited his 
place in the line of succession to 
the throne—and his bride-to-be. 
George, then the Duke of York, 
proposed to the sad Princess who 
was still mourning his brother and 
knew that it was not a love match, 
that George was doing the gallant, 
chivalrous thing. They were mar- 
ried July 6, 1893, at the Chapel 
Royal in St. James’ Palace with 
the aged Queen Victoria looking 
down at them from a balcony. And 
as the years rolled by a real af- 
fection sprang up between’ the 
couple. 

Queen Mary reared her children 
with the same iron hand that she 
used in ruling the court life of 
Buckingham Palace. Her only 
daughter, the Princess Royal, was 
completely dominated by the 
Queen who chose her books, her 
dresses, and when the .time came, 


her husband. 
W getting ready to make his first 
visit to the United States in 
1919, Queen Mary read every book 
about the country she could get her 
hands on. Then she.summoned the 
Prince to her apartment and gave 
him a three-hour lecture, just be- 
fore he sailed, on how to conduct 
himself in America. 

Queen Mary’s daily routine at 
Marlborough House is just as rigid 
as it was when she was at the 
height of her glory as a reigning 
Queen. She is awakened at 7:30 
a. m. by her personal maid who 
brings in with her every morning 
the Queen’s favorite blend of In- 
dian tea and a biscuit. Next, the 
hairdresser arrives and waves the 
Queen’s hair, while she looks 
through her mail. After she has 
finished with the hairdresser, 
Queen Mary has an English break- 
fast with all the trimmings. Then 
she confers with her household of- 
ficials, with the head housekeeper 
about matters of administration of 
the palace, with the principal 
chef about the day’s menu, 
and with the gardener about her 
latest whim in flowers. Twice a 
week, the Queen tours every nook 
and corner of her house, including 
the kitchen. This is a practice she 
got used to at Buckingham Palace, 
especially during the World War, 
when rigid economies were neces- 
sary. The Queen at that time 
learned to keep a careful watch 
over household expenditures and 
she has never lost the habit. 

Queen Mary spends several pe- 
riods of the day reading and an- 
swering her vast volume of mail 
Some of these come addressed to 
“Mrs. Queen” and regale her with

HEN the Prince of Wales was 


the small talk of English provin- 
cials. During the illness of the late 
King George, she used to get an as- 
sortment of medical advice from 
her subjects such as “Rub your 
husband’s chest with camphorated 
oil when the bronchial signs appear, 
a thing I always do.” 

The happiest time of the Queen’s 
life is spent with her children and 
grandchildren. She loves to have 
them all over to Marlborough House 
for luncheon or tea. When King 
George and Queen Elizabeth come 
to see her, they kiss her first on 
each cheek (as a member of the 
family) and then they kiss her 
hand (as a courtesy due the 
Queen). This pleases the old Dow- 
ager, for she loves to keep up the 
royal customs. In this connection, 
she always makes it a point to be 
10 minutes early for any appoint- 
ment she may have. That has long 
been a practice in the British royal 
family. 

Queen Mary’s once blond hair 
has turned white, but her eyes are 
as blue as ever and her queenly 
figure as erect. Her gnly “dissipa- 
tion” consists of two cigarettes a 
day, one after lunch, the other aft- 
er dinner; a sip of wine now and 
then: and an occasional waltz with 
one of her sons. She has had only 
a small circle of personal friends, 
but among these have been two 
American-born ladies—the late 
Duchess of Roxburghe, formerly 
May Goelet of New York, who died 
recently, and the Countess of Gra- 
nard, a daughter of the late Ogden 
Mills of New York. 

The Queen has refused steadfast- 
ly to have anything to do with the 
Duchess of Windsor, whom she 
blames for the abdication crisis 
despite her son’s own assurances 
that if the former Mrs. Simpson 
had had her way he would not have 
given up his throne for her. The 
only times Queen Mary set eyes on 
Mrs. Simpson were before she knew 
her son had fallen in love with the 
former Baltimore belle. After she 
learned of their attachment, she 
refused to have anything to do with 
her and has not seen her since. 


Queen Mary’s main hobby is col- 
lecting art. She is recognized as 
one of the outstanding authorities 
on period furniture, so much so 
that dealers usually dread her ap- 
pearance in their shops, because 
they know she is a sharp trader 
who always gets things at her own 
price. 

The passing of Queen Mary will 
mean the passing of a phase of 
court life which has come to be as 
closely identified with her person- 
ality as the Victorian era was 
with that of Queen Victoria. And

REATHES there a woman, no 

matter how domesticated, who 

cannot get a slight lift from a 
new hat, the admiring glance of a 
gentleman, a new shade of lipstick 
or, best of all, a trip to New York? 
Well, I have just returned from 
such a trip, and I am literally walk- 
ing with my head in the clouds and 
my mind in a jumble. I have seen 
and heard so much gbout the new 
trends and ideas in decoration that 
I have mental indigestion, trying 
to sort out the various facts and 
present them to you. 

Before I go into descriptions of 
outstanding rooms that I have seen, 
however, I want to give you a gen- 
eral impression of what the New 
York decorators are working with 
and in what way. To say at the 
outset that everything goes would, 
in a way, be correct, for sooner or 
later you see practically every pe- 
riod, every material, every color 
and every type of accessory used 
in some new and adroit manner by 
some decorator. Yet by assembling 
all the odds and ends of informa- 
tion you begin to see that there 
are certain broad trends which. will 
undoubtedly affect decoration for 
some time to come.

| attention is being paid to lamps, 
flowers, pictures and table acces- 
sories than ever before, many 
decorators feeling that in these 
things lies the main chance of the 
average person to give a room an 
individual and contemporary air. 


@ TAKE LAMPS, for example. 
Never have they been so different 
and appealing. Never again will 
you dare pick some nice, simple 
base, put a white silk shade on it 
and let it go at that. The base you 
pick must give the impression of 
having been chosen with the exact 
spot in mind and with a shade that 
could have belonged to no other 
base. If your room will permit it 
at all, be sure to select a huge, out- 
sized one, for lamps are imposing 
affairs today. The base, if pos- 
sible, should be made from any- 
thing that wasn’t supposed to be 
a lamp base originally — for in- 
stance, an old apothecary jar, a 
hunting horn, or an antique bird 
cage. Coffee pots, urns, wine cool- 
ers or egg cookers of old Sheffield 
silver or tole are dear to the hearts 
of the decorators.

Shades are just as exciting as 
the bases, themselves, Dark 
Shades are becoming increasing- 
ly popular, especially in metallic 
papers in such tones as emerald 
green, deep sapphire biue, or 
brown. Marbelizing, as it is in 
everything else, is popular for 
shades, and shades of thin wood 
veneer are most unusual and ef- 
fective. If possible, the shade is 
identified in some way with the 
base. For instance, if a base has 
a painted design of ivy leaves or 
flowers, ivy leaves of silk or real 
artificial flowers are placed 
around the shade to match the 
painted design. One of the most 
unusual lamps I saw had a sim- 
ple, white columnar base and a 
shade made of gray and white 
striped awning material.

Another characteristic of the 
Lady’s Book food page was that the 
same recipe appeared with such fre- 
quency, Evidently the mania for 
change had not taken possession of 
the ladies of an older generation, 
and if “a Nice Veal Loaf” was nice 
in one issue of the book, it was 
just as nice in several succeeding 
issues. 

It is, however, in the matter of 
invalid’s diet that we ought to be 
thankful we are having our grippes 
and arthritises in 1939 instead of 
in the 1880s.

Following are some of my recipes 
for modern enjoyment: 


TOMATO AND CORN SOUP 
(For Four.) 

One cup canned corn, one and 
one-fourth cups tomato juice, one 
slice onion (chopped), one teaspoon 
chopped green pepper, one table- 
spoon sugar, one teaspoon chopped 
parsley, four cups rich milk, one 
tablespoon cornstarch, salt and pep- 
per. 

Put the tomato juice, onion, green 
pepper and parsley in a saucepan 
and let boil very gently, covered, 
for 10 minutes. Boil milk and corn 
together for two minutes, and mash 
the corn through a sieve. Put back 
over the fire to reheat. Dissolve 
the cornstarch in a tablespoonful of 
cold water, add to the tomato mix- 
ture, and let thicken for a minute 
or two before passing through a 
strainer. Combine the corn and 
tomato mixtures, season with salt 
and pepper and sugar, and serve 
with croutons. 

CALF’S LIVER WITH WINE 
(For Four.) 

Four slices of calf’s liver, butter, 
one small shallot (chopped), two 
teaspoons flour, one-third cup dry 
white wine, three-fourths cup of 
broth, one teaspoon chopped pars- 
ley, salt and pepper. 

Wipe the slices of liver with a 
damp cloth, and rub them with salt 
and pepper. Saute in butter over

a brisk fire, turning to brown on 
each side for about two minutes, 
and just before they are browned 
add finely-chopped shallot.

Cream flour with 
two teaspoonfuls of butter, add to 
the sauce, and let boil up once or 
twice. Arrange the slices on a hot 
platter, and pour the sauce over 
them.

PORK CHOPS IN CREAM 


Four pork chops, three-quarter 
cup cream, one teaspoon pickled 
horseradish, one small white onion, 
one teaspoon soy sauce, coarsely 
ground black pepper, salt. Have 
the butcher cut loin or rib chops 
a little over an inch thick. Rub 
them with salt and pepper, arrange 
in dripping pan with the small 
onion, and brown well on both sides 
under the broiler. Add three-fourths 
cup boiling water, and finish cook- 
ing in fairly hot oven (425 Fahren- 
heit), basting several times. When 
the water has nearly cooked away, 
pour in the cream seasoned with 
horseradish, soy sauce and salt and 
pepper. Let this sauce bubble up in 
the dripping pan several times, bast- 
ing the chops with it. Arrange 
chops on hot platter, remove onion, 
pour on sauce, 


SAUCE FOR BROILED FISH 


Heat three-fourths’ cup of but- 
ter in a double boiler, and when 
melted season with one teaspoonful 
of pickled horseradish, one tea- 
spoonful of fresh lime juice, one 
teaspoonful finely-chopped chives 


and the same quantity of finely- 
chopped parsley. Add salt and 
enough tabasco to make fairly hot. 
Serve in a sauceboat with the fish. 


RABBIT STEW (for 6) 

One rabbit, one-fourth pound 
bacon, six small white onions, gar- 
lic, one cup red wine, one carrot, 
one slice onion, one and _  three- 
fourths cups stock, flour, one-fourth 
teaspoon thyme, one bay leaf, two 
whole cloves, few grains mace, one 
sprig parsley, salt and pepper. 

Have butcher clean and skin rab- 
bit, but disjoint it carefully at 
home. Rub pieces with salt and 
pepper. Rub a bowl with a piece of 
cut garlic and throw the garlic 
away. Put the rabbit in the bowl, 
pour on red wine, and add onion 
slice, thyme, bay leaf and spices, 
and let the rabbit stand in this 
bath for two hours. Heat a large 
heavy pot, put into it the bacon cut 
in cubes, and the carefully peeled 
white onions. Take the pieces of 
rabbit out of the wine, dust each 
piece in flour and fry in the bacon 
fat with the onions. When the rab- 
bit is a good brown, add broth and 
the red wine in which it has 
soaked, along with onion slice and 
herbs. Add carrot, parsley, and 
salt and pepper if necessary. Let 
boil briskly for two minutes, cover 
closely and let simmer over a very 
low fire for two hours. At the end 
of this time, if the sauce is not of 


the desired consistency, add a but- |

PREPARATION OF “NEW” 


very little new in the culinary 
art to write about. An interest- 
ing development, however, has oc- 
curred in the curing and smoking 


of hams which deserves mention. 
I have become particularly in- 
terested in this new process which 
has brought about an outstanding 
achievement in flavor and tender- 
ness of ham. You see, these new 
hams—and we will refer to them 
as new hams—are prepared and 
made tender and all ready for you 
to serve, with or without heating. 
No more old-fashioned scrubbing, 
soaking or boiling to get the ham 
ready for the table. Preparation re- 
quires minutes instead of hours 
to place this delicious meat on your 
table. 


Just to give you an idea how 
simple it is to prepare this new 
ham. I recently purchased a mid- 
die cut, two inches thick, known 
as a ham steak. It was placed in 
the hot broiler oven, seven minutes 
of heat applied to one side, then 
turned and basted with drippings in 
pan, and with five minutes of ad- 
ditional broiling the ham steak was 
ready to serve. The big surprise 
of it all came in the eating. The 
ham was so tender that I actually 
cut it with a fork. How’s that for

tenderness? 

The time in baking a whole tend- 
er ham is amazingly short, as you 
will see when you read the recipe 
that follows, Ham is a most eco- 
nomical food, as every last scrap 
of it can be made into a tasty dish. 
Moreover, ham is good for break- 
fast, luncheon or dinner, and this 
fact alone should recommend the 
frequent purchase of a whole ham 
as an everyday household com- 


modity.

BAKED TENDER HAM 

Place whole ham on rack in bak- 
ing pan, fat side up. Put in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees), allowing 
seven minutes to the pound. Re- 
move from oven, score fat, dot 
with cloves and pour over the top 
one cup of pineapple juice and one 
cup of corn syrup blended together, 
Return to oven and bake approxi- 
mately 15 minutes longer, basting 
until ham is delicately browned. 
Serve with sauteed pineapple slices, 

CREAMED HAM, RICE BORDER 

Wash three-fourths cup of rice in 
cold water and drain. Cook in top 
part of double boiler with two and 
one-half cups of milk until rice is 
cooked, or about one hour 15 min- 
utes. Season with salt and pepper 
and stir in one tablespoon of but- 
ter. Pack rice into buttered ring 
mold, place mold in pan containing 
hot water and set it in moderate 
oven (350 degrees) 20 minutes. 

In the meantime prepare the 
creamed ham. Melt two table- 
spoons of butter, blend in two table- 
spoons of flour and gradually add 
one and one-half cups of scalded 
milk, stirring constantly until sauce 
is smooth and reaches boiling point. 
Season with a few grains of nut- 
meg and add one and one-half cups 
of diced cooked ham. Heat to boil- 
ing point, remove from fire, add 
two egg yolks slightly beaten and 
stir until thoroughly blended with 
the sauce. Season to taste with 
salt. Place a large platter on top 
of rice mold, invert and carefully 
unmold rice, pour creamed ham in 
center and decorate rice border 
with a sprinkling of finely chopped 


parsiey. 
HAM RISOTTO 
One cup of diced cooked ham, two 
cups of boiled rice, two cups of 
canned tomatoes, one cup of broth 
(any kind), one-half cup of green 


pepper, minced, one teaspoon of 
onion, minced, 

Cook the green pepper in the 
broth for five minutes. Add the 
tomatoes, onion and cooked rice. 
Bring to a boil and add the diced 
ham. Risotto is to be served moist 
but not watery, so if there is much 
liquid reduce it by evaporation with 
a few minutes of cooking. Season 
with a dash of Worcestershire, 
salt, pepper and paprika. Place a 
pat of butter on each serving. Very 
delicious, and I am sure that you 
will agree with me. 


HAM MOUSSE, EPICUREAN SAUCE 

Here is a recipe to use up the 
last morsels: 

Two cups ham, finely chopped; 
one tablespoon of granulated gela- 
tine, one-half cup of hot water, one 
teaspoon mixed mustard, one-eighth 
teaspoon paprika, few grains cay- 
enne, one cup of heavy cream. 

Put chopped ham in a bowl and 
pound with pestle until thorough- 
ly mashed. Soften the gelatine in a 
very little cold water and dissolve 
in hot water and add it to the pre- 
pared ham. Season with mustard, 
paprika and cayenne. Add the 
cream which has been stiffly beat- 
en, folding until mixed. Turn into 
a mold which has been dipped in 
cold water. Set in the refrigera- 
tor to chill. Unmold and garnish 
with parsley. : 


EPICUREAN SAUCE 
One-half cup of heavy cream, 
Four tablespoons of mayonnaise.

To two cups of cold diced meat 
(lamb, veal, beef or pork) add one- 
half cup of cooked diced potatoes, 
one-half cup of cooked diced car- 
rots and one-half cup of fresh 
green peas or string beans. Put 
ingredients in a mixing bowl and 
let marinate with one-half cup of 
French dressing, made with equal 
parts of vinegar and oil, seasoned 
with salt, pepper, paprika, a pinch 
of dry mustard and one medium 
sized onion, chopped very fine. 
Marinate for 20 minutes. Then add 
one-half cup of chopped sweet 
pickle and two hard cooked eggs, 
chopped fine. Mix all together with 
one cup of mayonnaise, taking care 
not to mash the vegetables in the 
mixing.

OF THE single records the ex- 
cerpt from THE CHILDHOOD OF 
CHRIST, by Berlioz (Columbia), 
sung by Jean Planel to the accomp- 
animent of the Paris Symphony Or- 
chestra is particularly noteworthy. 
Berlioz is one of those unfortunate 
composers who is known to the 
present day public largely through 
such bombastic and _ superficial 
fragments as the “Benvenuto Celli- 
ni” overture, the “Roman Carnival” 
overture and the March from the 
“Damnation of Faust.” These af- 
ford no measure of his capacity to 
respond to great and moving sub- 
jects. In this single record he 
proves not only his undisputedly 
great skill at musical description, 
but also a spiritual depth and a 
tenderness of sentiment that makes 
@ comparison with Bach not too 
exaggerated. The rise and fall of 
the lovely, plaintive melody and 
the recurring rhythmic figure sug- 
gest with a touching eloquence the 
weariness of the flesh and the quiet 
exaltation of the spirit traditional- 
ly associated with the subject. 
Jean Planel’s warmly’ colored 
tenor voice is ideally suited for 
the music and he sings it with an 
affecting artistic stress. The 
orchestral accompaniment directed 
by F. Ruhlman is competent. 
Since the American conductors 
cannot fit the better music of Ber- 
lioz into their programs, the record- 
ing companies certainly ought to do 
so. It is still a relatively unworked 
field as far as American audiences 
are concerned. 


OTHER INTERESTING single 
records now available are “NURS- 
ERY .TUNES,” by D. E. Ingel- 
brecht (Columbia), played by the 
Paris Symphony Orchestra under 
the direction of the composer; FIN- 
GAL’S CAVE, by Mendelssohn (Co- 
lumbia), played by Sir Thomas 
Beecham and the London Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, and TWO CHO- 
PIN MAZURKAS (Victor) played 
by Moriz Rosenthal. Sir Thomas 
Beecham has also made a fresh 
and interesting version of Wag- 
ner’s FLYING DUTCHMAN over- 
ture on two Columbia records with 
the GRAND MARCH from Tann- 
hauser on the fourth side. 

The Inglebrecht tunes are placed 
in piquant orchestral settings 
touched with modern harmonies. 
Rosenthal’s Chopin still sounds 
completely authoritative. He makes 
a generous use of rubato but with 
no exaggerated effects.

The poem, it will be recalled, describes a native water-carrier for 
the British soldiers and begins like this: 


“You may talk o’ gin an’ 


beer 


When you're quartered safe out ‘ere, 
An’ you’re sent to penny-fights an’ Aldershot it; 
But when it comes to slaughter, 
You will do your work on water, 
An’ you'll lick the bloomin’ boots of ‘im that’s got it—” 
Since nearly everyone can go on from there, in good Cockney ac- 
cent, to “You’re a better man than I am, Gunga Din!” it pil be nec- 


essary only to summarize the remainder. 


Gunga Din (rhyming with 


“Dizzy”’) was the regimental “bhisti’’ and in slaking thirsts, he em- 


ployed a somewhat unappetizing goatskin canteen. 


The soldiers 


abused him but when he was killed in action, the one narrating in 
the poem decided he was a superior person, of a sort, and figured he 
might like to see him again, in the Bad Place, where presumably Din 


would have a thriving trade. 


In the 85 lines set down by Kipling, there isn’t much of history, 
romance, characterization, villainy or heroism, just a tribute to a 
dirty, necessary native helper, so the screen artisans had to imagine 


much, almost as much as if they 
Joyce Kilmer’s “‘Trees.’’ 


were making an epic inspired by 


“Gunga Din,” therefore, isn’t quite Kipling, and isn’t quite kosher, 


either. It has contamination of 


“What Price Glory,” “Lives of a 


Bengal Lancer,” and those romances of Sir H. Rider Haggard in 
which the adventurer stumbles onto the hidden temple and stares 


goggle-eyed at the barbaric ceremonies. 


The temple of Kali, in this 


particular case, is much like the interior of the Fox Theater, so that, 


at least, is appropriate. 

Gunga Din, as we have known 
him from the eighth grade on, 
takes a secondary role to the 
prankish behavior and enormous 
prowess of Victor McLaglen, Cary 
Grant and Douglas Fairbanks Jr. 
Roughly the idea is that the British 
are faced with an outbreak of 
“thuggee” among the natives — an 
epidemic of murder treaceable to 
the worshippers of Kali, Hindu 
goddess of destruction. The thugs, 
who are called “t’hugs,” with the 
“h” silent, prefer to strangle but 
will kill with guns, snakes, knives 
er anything else, if denied their 
most esteemed manner of homicide. 
It takes the British two hours of 
screen time to wipe them out. 


Up and down a rocky wilderness 
go "Er Majesty’s men and. the 
fighting is as hot as the blistering 
gun, Always*in the center of 
things are McLaglen, Grant and 
Fairbanks. Skilled not only with 
firearms, they. are good with fists, 
swords, knives, sticks of dynamite, 
jiu-jutsu and know more about 
strangling than the thugs them- 
selves. 

For pure, unadulterated, even un- 
mecessary action, “Gunga Din” is 
of surpassing merit. Again and 
again, the camera sweeps the range 
of a whole valley, a whole moun- 
tain defile, to show the British and 
the heathen at it. The number of 
stunt men hurled through the air, 
the number of dummies destroyed 
is staggering. But even when the 
fun is at its height, Victor is play- 
ing tricks on Douglas Jr., or Cary 
Grant is making noises like Her- 
man Bing over some gold he hopes 
to steal. 

And where is Sam Jaffe, alias 
Gunga Din? Somewhere around, 
in glistening blackface and immac- 
ulate breech-cloth, practicing on 
the bugle, neglecting his job as 
bhisti and deserting his post at 
“50 paces, right flank rear.” In the 
last few minutes of the play, Din is 
sent in at quarterback and becomes 
the (dead) hero of the day, but this 
doesn’t make the spectator very 
sad or give him much of a thrill. 
One does not have opportunity to 
develop a strong attachment for 
Jaffe-as-Jolson. 

Strong characterization is not one 
of the virtues of “Gunga Din,” 
which must be enjoyed for its mili- 
tary maneuvers, its scenery and 
such. In sheer action, it probably 
tops any previous Anglo-Indian 
melee. And even if its following is 
made up only of those who had to 
memorize the poem, it ought to 
have a sufficient public. 

Assistance on the program is 
given by “Next Time I Marry,” 
which is different from “It Hap- 
pened One Night,” only as a 
trip from Fiorida to New York is 
different from a trip from New 
York to Reno.

RUDI SCHOOP and her comic 
T ballet will make their debut in 

St. Louis on Tuesday evening 
at the Auditorium Opera House as 
one of the Civic Music League at- 
tractions. The entire evening will 
be devoted to one composition, 
“Blonde Marie,” divided into two 
acts and eight scenes and partici- 
pated in by 16 members of the 
troupe. 
Miss Schoop, a native of Zurich, 
Switzerland, came to notice on the 
Continent in 1929, when ‘she and 
her company, after five years of 
minor engagements and rigorous 
training, scored their first big suc- 
cess in Berlin.

S his attention more to the drama 
than fiction, will appear at the

The leading role is that of a 50- 
year-old physician who falls in love 
with and marries a girl nearly 30 
years his junior. When the play, 
not yet seen by Broadway, opened 
on the road last month, Lewis him- 
self took the role of Dr. Hilary Jer- 
rett. Since then he has surren- 
dered it to Philip Merivale, the 
London and New York star who 
was last here with Helen Hayes in 
“Mary of Scotland.” 


Others in the company are Flora 
Campbell; Royal Beal, Barry Sulli- 
van, Richard Kendrick, Mary 
Howes, Joaquin Souther, Ann Gar- 
rett and Barbara Thatcher. 


“Angela Is Twenty-two” had its 
beginning last summer at Cohas- 
set, Mass., a coast resort 50 miles 
south of Boston. Lewis had asked 
John Wildberg, New York theatri- 
cal attorney, to recommend a spot 
near a good summer theater where 
he might spend July and August. 
Wildberg recommended the South 
Shore Playhouse at Cohasset, di- 
rected by a friend of his. 


Miss Wray was among those who 
played at Cohasset. Lewis met her 
and outlined the play to her. Her 
suggestions led to their collabora- 
tion on the manuscript after the 
close of the summer season. Mean- 
while, Lewis himself was enlisted 
to play the lead in an adaptation 
of his novel, “It Can’t Happen 
Here,” and was such a success that 
he was moved to take the lead in 
“Angela Is Twenty-two.” 


But 10 days as a star in Colum- 
bus, Cleveland and Cincinnati con- 
vinced Lewis he had had enough of 
it and the more experienced actor, 
Merivale, was called from the East. 
“Angela is Twenty-two” is not 
Lewis’ first play, since his “Hobo- 
hemia” was produced in 1919 and 
“Jayhawker,” of which he was co- 
author, in 1934. He also worked on 
the latest script of “It Can’t Hap- 
pen Here.”

“Main Street” have been successes

Evans’ Falstaff, 
Here Last Season, 
Makes New York Bow

NEW YORK, Feb. 4. 

ACH time Broadway becomes 
b enthusiastic or curious about 

trends in plays, about meteoric 
news authors or about resplendent 
overnight stars there bobs up in 
rebuttal that delightful, ubiquitous 
man-of-all-yeArs—Shakespeare. 

In his own words, “that reverend 
vice, that grey iniquity, that father 
ruffian, that vanity in years” is 
here to sneer at modern dramatists 
again in Maurice Evans’ production 
of the first part of “Henry IV.” 

With light, upholstered avoirdu- 
pois that is almost automatically 
air-cooled, instead of the sultry, fa- 
tiguing padding that he used when 
he first attempted this role, Evans 
wallows and bounces in the part 
of Sir John Falstaff with the gooa- 
hearted, laughingly pretentious hu- 
mor of a gurgling barre] of beer. 

The philosophy of the fat and 
bawdy and irresponsible Falstaff is 
a funny~and devil-may-care com- 
menf upon escape from the troubles 
confronting the many nationalities 
in these war-troubled days. Only 
last fall Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, on his return from Munich, 
used in his defense a quotation from 
Hotspur, the Lord Henry Percy of 
“Henry IV” who was described as 
a man who personified “the ro- 
Mance of medieval chivalry and 
daredevil fearlessness.” Chamber- 
lain, remembering Lord Henry’s 
speech, said of Munich that “out of 
this nettle, danger, we pluck this 
flower, safety.”

Falstaff had one definite idea in 
his philosophy and that was to live. 
He refused to be flirted with by 
death even when he was thrust into 
the most threatening sectors or 
war. He realized that his huge and 
bouncing body had practically no 
chance of escaping a footloose 
sword, but he knew that he could 
talk and boast and humor himself 
through the narrow escape of a 
keyhole. 

This was another triumph for 
Shakespeare, and the old boy should 
be weary of them by now, and it 
is even moreso a gala achievement 
for Evans, a lean young man in 
comparison with the Graf Zeppelin 
buoyancy he wears in his costume 
as Falstaff. 

Evans came over from England 
a few years ago, a totally unknown 
actor on these shores. He playea 
Romeo to Katharine Cornell’s 
Juliet. From the tender moments 
of Romeo he did the fiery comedy 
of the Dauphin in “St. John.” He 
was the good but ill-fated Napoleon 
in the good but ill-fated “St. Hel- 
ena.” Then there came “Richard 
Il” and “Hamlet” (full length ver- 
sion) and this classical actor found 
the high niche here that he hadn't 
found on his native London stage.

The program for this afternoon 
features Moussorgsky’s “Pictures 
at An Exhibition” and includes the 
Suite from the Ballet, “Le Lion 
Armoureux” by Karl Rathaus, an 
American premiere; Otto Lueni- 
ing’s “I'wo Symphonic Interludes,” 
new to St. Louis, and Ibert’s “Es- 
cales (Ports of Call)”.

England started when this light bomber crashed and burned at 
Los Angeles, January 23, killing John Cable, test pilot for the 
Douglas Aircraft Corporation, and injuring Paul Chemidlin 
(below), a representative of the French Air Ministry for whom 
the plane was being demonstrated. It was then disclosed 
France was purchasing 600 military planes from private 
companies here at a cost of $65,000,000. Although it was 
asserted the plane had not been bought by the United States 
Army (which will hold competitions for light bombers March 4) 
and no military secrets were revealed, some Senators charged

HE 25,000 parties which were held throughout the nation last 
Monday night to celebrate President Roosevelt's fifty-seventh 
birthday and to raise funds to fight infantile paralysis had their 

apex at Washington, D. C., where seven balls were held. A dozen 
movie and radio actors were honor guests at the seven balls and 
gathered at the White House at midnight to hear the President 
broadcast his thanks to the country. They and several members of 
the Roosevelt family topped off the evening at a $25 ‘gold plate” 
hotel breakfast, where 200 persons ate green turtle soup and breast 
of pheasant. Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, as cyclonic as usual, made 
the circuit of the seven balls in less than two hours, and got back to 
the White House in time to greet guests after the broadcast. As Mr. 
Roosevelt pointed out in his radio address, half of the net proceeds 
of the parties went to the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
and the remainder will be spent to aid sufferers from the disease in 
the communities where the money was raised.
